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REPORT   OF   THE   TRUSTEES. 


Boston,  February  6,  1922. 

Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1922. 

This  is  the  fifty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  main  hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  infectious  diseases,  the  Hay- 
market  Square  Relief  Station,  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station  and  the  Convalescent  Home  in  Dorchester. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  2,  1921, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Forsyth  as  secretary. 

In  May  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  was  reappointed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1926. 

Expenditures. 
The  entire  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
hospital  for  maintenance  during  the  fiscal  year  were 
$1,232,171.61.  Of  the  amount  spent  for  maintenance, 
$773,726.81  was  expended  upon  the  hospital  proper  and 
its  subdivisions;  $88,866.72  on  account  of  the  Out-Patient 
Departments;  $268,391.03  on  account  of  the  South  De- 
partment; $58,718.64  on  account  of  the  Haymarket 
Square  Relief  Station;  $28,013.22  on  account  of  the  East 
Boston  Relief  Station;  $14,455.19  for  the  Convalescent 
Home.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  Laboratories 
$46,085.51,  $30,877.29  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $921.71  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
$13,825.65  in  the  South  Department  and  $460.86  in  the 
Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  expenditures.  Of 
the  total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  Laboratory  and 
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Photographic  Department,  $32,437.02,  $19,462.21  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $12,974.81  to  the 
Out-Pat ient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $10,- 
346.18,  $2,586.54  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$7,759.64  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  Of  the  total 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $9,- 
667.24,  $5,800.34  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$3,866.90  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of 
patients,  $1,152.34,  $691.40  was  spent  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  $460.94  on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  Main  Hospital. 

The  methods  of  obtaining  the  per  capita  costs  in  the 
various  departments  are  shown  in  Tables  No.  1  and  No. 
2  of  the  superintendent's  report,  From  the  total  operat- 
ing expenses  are  deducted  the  increases  in  stock  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year  over  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  (or  the  decreases  are  added,  as  the  case  may  require) : 
there  is  also  deducted  the  cost  of  new  construction 
(changing  two  wards  into  modern  isolation  wards,  in- 
stallation of  Sprinkler  System,  and  alterations  to  Boiler 
House).  This  gives  the  amount  properly  chargeable  to 
maintenance.  This  cost  of  maintenance  is  divided  by 
the  number  of  days'  board  given  ward  patients  or  the 
number  of  visits  of  out-patients  to  obtain  the  per 
capita  cost  per  patient. 

The  per  capita  cost  at  the  hospital  proper  was  $3.03 
per  day  for  ward  patients,  at  the  South  Department, 
$3.28;  but,  taking  the  hospital  proper  and  the  South  De- 
partment together,  the  per  capita  cost  per  ward  patient 
was  $3.09.  At  the  Convalescent  Home  the  per  capita 
cost  per  patient  was  $2.45  per  day.  The  cost  of  out- 
patients, per  visit,  was  52  cents  at  the  hospital  proper, 
$2.36  at  +he  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station,  and  88 
cents  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station.     The  cost  of 
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uncooked  food  supplies  for  the  hospital  in  all  its  depart- 
ments has  been  82.55  per  person  per  week,  or  36  cents 
per  day. 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes  the  sum  of 
8188,488.05,  itemized  as  follows:  There  was  received  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  board  of 
patients  at  the  hospital  proper,  834,276.47:  at  the  South 
Department,  82,583.50;  from  various  cities  and  towns  for 
hospital  proper,  816,296.14:  collected  at  the  superin- 
tendent's office,  on  account  of  private  room,  ward  and 
Out-Patient  Department  paying  patients,  885,459.23, 
of  which  815,083.97  was  from  insurance  cases;  for  board 
of  paying  patients  at  the  South  Department,  85.015.07; 
on  account  of  ward  and  Out-Patient  Department  pay- 
ing patients  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
83,441.27,  of  which  82,363.90  was  from  insurance  cases; 
on  account  of  ward  and  Out-Patient  Department  pay- 
ing patients  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  $1,084.44, 
$725.67  of  this  being  from  insurance  cases.  There  was 
also  collected  in  all  departments  83,692  on  account  of 
insurance  cases.  82,258  of  this  being  for  X-ray  cases  and 
$1,434  being  for  clinical  record  fees. 

There  has  also  been  collected  for  the  hospital,  by  the 
Health  Department,  for  the  care  of  infectious  cases  at 
the  South  Department,  and  paid  to  the  City  Collector 
the  additional  sum  of  836,639.93. 

Eighty  one  thousand  two  hundred  twenty  three 
dollars  and  four  cents  of  the  income  from  paying  patients 
was  collected  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 
The  revenue  was  increased  813,464.25  by  X-ray  charges. 
It  was  also  increased  818.140.50  by  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  electro  cardiograms,  issuing  of  tx-officio 
statements,  circumcision  and  payment  of  nu 
board.

City  Hospital  Improvements. 
On  April  16,  1921,  a  loan  of  $629,000  was  authorized 
for  much  needed  changes  in  hospital  buildings,  especially 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  On  November  18, 
1921,  bids  were  opened  for  alterations  and  additions  to 
Out-Patient  Department,  under  plans  drawn  by  Coolidge 
&  Shattuck.  The  contract  was  awarded  the  Evatt  Con- 
struction Company  for  $486,000.  They,  however,  failed 
to  sign  the  contract,  and  forfeited  their  certified  check  of 
$2,000  deposited  with  the  bids.  This  necessitated  a  re- 
advertisement  and  on  December  20,  1921,  bids  were 
again  opened  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  John 
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Bowen  Company  for  $493,000.     This  was  approved  by 
the  Mayor  January  17,  1922.

The  Thorndike  Memorial. 

On  April  16,  1921,  a  loan  appropriation  of  $150,000 
was  authorized  to  supplement  the  bequest  of  George  L. 
Thorndike,  as  it  h,ad  been  found  that  the  amount  of  the 
bequest  was  not  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
memorial  building.  Bids  were  opened  in  August  5,  1921 , 
for  erection  of  the  Thorndike  Memorial,  under  plans 
drawn  by  Maginin>  &  Walsh  of  Boston.  The  contract 
was  awarded  to  John  Bowen  Company  for  $313,000,  and 
was  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  September  21,  1921. 
The  contractor  agrees  to  finish  his  work  on  or  before 
December  12,  1922.

Sprinkler  System  at  Main  Hospital. 

On  December  7,  1921,  there  was  transferred  from 
South  Department,  New  Buildings  Appropriation, 
$4,190.83;  and  from  Power  and  Heating  Plant,  Deer 
Island,  Appropriation,  $20,809.17,  to  an  appropriation  to 
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be  known  as  Sprinkler  System,  Main  Hospital;  thus 
making  $25,000  available  for  the  purpose. 

At  the  South  Department  the  measles  ward  has  been 
altered  into  a  modern  isolation  ward  at  a  cost  of  $33,588, 
and  at  the  Main  Hospital,  Ward  I  has  also  been  changed 
in  the  same  way,  the  cost  of  this  being  $17,465. 

The  West  Department  is  leased  to  the  United  States 
Government  for  five  years  beginning  July  1,  1921,  upon 
a  rental  based  upon  the  tax  valuation.  Previously  the 
Government  paid  $1  a  year  for  the  use  of  this  department. 
The  income  from  the  same  this  year  has  been  $29,836.94. 

On  October  1,  1921,  $15,989.07  was  transferred  from 
the  appropriation,  Hospital  Department,  West  Depart- 
ment, to  an  appropriation,  Recreation  Building,  West 
Department,  the  same  to  be  expended  by  the  Public 
Buildings  Department  in  erecting  a  building  to  replace 
one,  the  gift  of  the  Red  Cross,  which  was  destroyed  by 
fire. 

Medical  Department. 

The  services  of  the  Medical  Department  have  been 
carried  on  in  the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years.  The 
Blood  Laboratory  has  been  of  much  assistance  in  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  a  large  number  of  cases.  The 
Electrocardiograph  has  made  it  possible  to  have  a 
broader  and  better  understanding  of  heart  disease.  The 
special  work  in  nephritis,  diabetes  and  metabolism  has 
been  of  much  value  in  care  of  patients  ailing  with  those 
affections.  The  weekly  medical  visits  and  conferences 
between  the  various  services  have  given  an  opportunity 
to  those  in  attendance  to  observe  a  larger  number  of 
unusual  cases,  and  it  has  been  an  assurance  that  those 
cases  were  receiving  a  most  careful  investigation. 

Medical  instruction  has  been  given  by  the  various 
members  of  the  staff  to  house  officers,  graduates  and 
undergraduates  in  medicine,  in  the  wards,  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  in  the  Amphitheater. 

Cordial  co-operation  and  assistance  have  existed  be- 
tween the  various  services  both  in  the  house  and  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department. 
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Surgical   Department — Genito-Urinary    Division. 

The  work  of  the  section  for  treatment  of  genito- 
urinary diseases  has  been  done  by  the  same  personnel  as 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  Out-Patient  Service  has  been  efficiently  conduc- 
ted. The  clinic  has  maintained  the  adequate  number  of 
patients,  and  the  work  for  students  is  well  supervised. 


Surgical     Department — Gynecological    and     Ob- 
stetrical Section. 

During  the  past  year  the  Gynaecological  and  Obstet- 
rical Section  of  the  Fifth  Surgical  Service  has  had  its 
facilities  for  the  care  of  patients  taxed  to  the  utmost. 
Economic  conditions  have  forced  many  to  seek  hospital 
treatment  who  would  ordinarily  have  been  cared  for 
by  private  physicians,  while  in  addition,  there  has 
been  a  very  manifest  appreciation  of  the  painstaking 
obstetric  care  furnished  in  Ward  S.  The  patients  in 
Ward  H  and  also  in  the  other  wards  have  been  well 
attended.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  admissions, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  keep  some  patients  in  the 
casualty  ward  and  Ward  L,  neither  of  which  are  suited 
to  the  class  of  cases  with  which  the  service  deals.  This 
wide  dispersion  makes  treatment  difficult  and  time- 
consuming  and  the  unfavorable  surroundings  in  these 
wards  increase  the  liability  of  sepsis. 

Your  attention  is  again  respectfully  invited  to  the 
conditions  enumerated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  and 
the  remedy  of  these  conditions  is  now  more  urgent  than 
at  the  time  that  report  was  written. 

During  the  year  1920,  there  were  403  deliveries  in 
Ward  S;  during  1921,  565.  The  number  of  out-patient 
visits  has  increased  from  371  to  3,974  and  the  new 
admissions  to  the  prenatal  clinic  from  366  to  450. 

The  Visiting  and  House  Staffs  have  faithfully  per- 
formed their  duties;  have  given  36  obstetric  lectures 
to  the  nurses  and  instructed  in  delivery.  In  the  house 
and  Out-Patient  Department,  eight  clinics  have  been 
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carried  on  every  week  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
teaching  year,  and  there  has  been  some  post-graduate 
teaching. 

During  the  past  two  years,  Dr.  Martin  J.  English 
has  cared  for  the  babies  after  birth  and  a  similar  arrange- 
ment will  be  made  with  the  Pediatric  Service.

Ophthalmic  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Ophthalmic  Department  the  past 
year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  unusual  features. 

The  transfer  of  the  ophthalmic  ward  from  the  med- 
ical side  of  the  hospital  to  the  surgical  side,  with  quarters 
better  adapted  to  the  work,  has  proved  advantageous. 
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Neurological  Department. 

During  the  past  year  the  Neurological  Department 
has  been  handicapped  by  lack  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  the  visiting  staff  to  carry  on  the  work  of  a  good 
sized  service  in  the  wards  as  well  as  a  larger  Out-Patient 
Department,  but  the  work  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  cheerful  co-operation  of  members  of  the  staff. 
It  has  not  been  deemed  wise  to  attempt  resuming  daily 
out-patient  clinics  —  these  having  been  reduced  to  three 
days  a  week  during  the  war. 

When  prohibition  lessened  the  number  of  excited 
cases,  the  special  ward  containing  arrangements  for 
bath  treatment  was  closed,  and  now  provision  for  bath 
treatment  is  again  urgent.  There  is  also  great  need 
of  increased  number  of  beds  for  the  service.  During 
the  past  three  years  the  service  has  seldom  used  less 
than  forty  beds  and  has  often  required  more.

This  total  of  556  cases  is  slightly  smaller  than  last 
year  when  the  total  was  569. 
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Among  the  315  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia  70,  or  22.2 
per  cent.,  were  proved  to  be  due  to  infection  with  type  1 
pneumococcus.  No  case  of  influenza-pneumonia  has 
been  observed  during  the  year,  and  there  was  only  one 
case  of  influenza. 

Dr.  Arthur  B.  Lyon  continued  his  studies  among 
the  infants  and  children  on  this  special  service  until 
June  1921  and  has  since  published  two  papers  embody- 
ing his  results,  viz : 

" Pneumonia  in  Infants  and  Children:  A  Clinical 
Study  of  208  Hospital  Cases."  (Boston  Medical  and 
Surgical  Journal,  August  18,  1921.) 

"  Bacteriologic  Studies  of  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-five 
Cases  of  Pneumonia  and  Post-pneumonic  Empyema  in 
Infants  and  Children."  (American  Journal  of  Diseases 
of  Children,  January,  1922.) 

The  research  laboratory  maintained  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Hygiene  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  William  L.  Morse  was  closed 
in  the  early  summer  of  1921.  The  work  of  this  labora- 
tory was  of  the  highest  order  and  the  cessation  of  the 
researches  conducted  by  Dr.  Morse  and  his  associates 
has  been  a  great  loss  both  to  the  service  and  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Horace  Binney  has,  as  during  last  year,  had 
charge  of  the  surgical  care  of  the  empyema  cases. 

Pathological  Department. 

For  the  first  time  since  pre-war  days  the  filling  of 
interneships  in  pathology  has  become  easy.  The  ones 
who  apply  are  chiefly  those  who  are  going  into  surgery 
and  feel  the  need  of  a  first  hand  knowledge  of  surgical 
pathology. 

At  the  present  time  very  few  men  are  going  into 
pathology  as  a  life  work  because  there  are  no  promising 
financial  prospects.  They  use  pathology  as  a  stepping 
stone  to  something  more  remunerative.  For  this  reason 
the  laboratory  is  trying  the  experiment  of  having  as  an 
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assistant  a  medically-trained  woman  who  desires  to 
make  pathology  her  profession. 

The  number  of  autopsies  obtained  yearly  still  remains 
much  below  what  is  desirable  or  possible.  A  committee 
just  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  subject  promises 
much  hope. 

The  facilities  of  the  laboratory  are  open,  as  in  the 
past,  to  a  limited  number  of  medical  men  interested  in 
pathology.  There  is  space  available  for  four  at  a  time. 
No  fee  is  charged.  We  almost  always  have  with  us  at 
least  one  medical  officer  from  the  army  and  navy  men 
stationed  in  or  near  Boston. 

Research  work  has  been  carried  on  actively  throughout 
the  year. 

Dr.  Parker,  who  spent  his  summer  vacation  in  the 
laboratory,  has  continued  his  work  with  the  bacillus 
cultured  by  him  from  scarlet  fever  carriers.  He  has 
been  able  to  obtain  the  toxin  produced  by  it  and  also  to 
prepare  an  antitoxin  for  it.  Scarlet  fever  convalescent 
serum  and  his  antitoxin  both  protect  guinea  pigs  against 
fatal  doses  of  the  toxin,  but  the  antitoxin  tried  on  a  few 
scarlet  fever  patients  has  yielded  only  negative  results 
so  far.

Clinical  Laboratory  Department. 

The  work  of  the  department  is  definitely  divided  into 
clinical  and  laboratory. 

Clinical. —  The  department  has  supervision  over  a 
number  of  the  cases  of  diabetes  mellitus  in  the  hospital, 
and  a  large  number  of  the  cases  of  nephritis.  During 
the  past  year  a  male  and  female  ward  has  been  set  aside 
for  treatment  of  the  cases  mentioned  above.  It  is  now 
a  rule  of  the  hospital  that  all  cases  of  diabetes  be  admitted 
to  the  medical  side;  and  that,  whenever  a  case  of 
diabetes  is  discovered  on  the  surgical  side,  a  formal 
medical  consultation  be  requested  at  once.  The  de- 
partment also  has  charge  of  a  Diabetic  and  Nephritic 
Out-Patient  Clinic  and  co-operates  in  the  management 
and  study  of  cases  in  the  Thyroid  Clinic. 

Laboratory. —  The  department  supervises  the  routine 
clinical  laboratory  work  done  on  cases  from  the  medical 
and  surgical  services.  In  addition,  special  laboratory 
tests  are  done  on  such  cases  as  nephritis,  diabetes,  and 
thyroid  disease  which  are  referred  to  the  department  for 
study.     During  the  past  year  245  cases  of  nephritis  and 


34  Annual  Report  of 

183  cases  of  diabetes  have  been  carefully  studied  in  this 
department  and,  in  addition,  496  basal  metabolism  tests 
have  been  done  on  322  cases  referred  through  the 
Thyroid  Clinic.  The  department  is  actively  engaged  in 
the  study  of  research  problems  in  connection  with  these 
same  diseases.

Thyroid  Clinic. 

The  Thyroid  Clinic  was  established  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  possible  thyroid 
disorders.  Patients  are  referred  to  this  clinic  from  the 
various  medical  and  surgical  departments.  The  problem 
of  proper  treatment  has  been  one  of  deciding  between 
surgical  interference  and  X-ray  treatment.  Such  cases 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  clinic  require  surgical  treatment 
have  been  referred  to  the  surgical  wards  of  the  hospital, 
while  such  cases  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  clinic  require 
X-ray  treatment  have  been  referred  to  the  X-Ray  De- 
partment. 

For  the  purpose  of  proper  diagnosis  and  proper  check- 
ing up  of  treatment,  basal  metabolism  tests  have  been  of 
unquestionable  value.  During  the  past  year  496  basal 
metabolism  tests  have  been  done  on  322  cases.  In 
addition,  the  cases  have  been  studied  for  possible  heart 
complications  by  a  representative  from  the  heart  clinic. 

The  number  of  house  cases  treated  during  the  past  year 
has  been  90,  and  the  number  of  out-patients  treated  has 
been  232.  All  cases  treated  were  referred  to  this  de- 
partment from  some  other  hospital  clinic. 
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Gastro-Intestinal  Service. 

This  work  began  with  a  vote  of  the  medical  staff  on 
January  19,  1921,  that  they  request  a  member  of  this 
service  to  see  gastro-intestinal  cases  on  consultation  in 
the  wards.  The  object  was  to  benefit  the  patients,  to 
study  them  more  intensively,  to  give  some  additional 
information  to  members  of  the  staff  and  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  some  research  work.  On  March  18, 
1921,  a  gastro-intestinal  clinic  was  started  on  Fridays  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  record  of  patients 
for  the  year  was  as  follows : 

191  ward  patients  treated  or  seen  in  consultation. 

115  out-patients  treated. 

255  visits  of  out-patients. 

Special  blanks  for  history  and  physical  examinations 
were  introduced  into  the  house  and  out-patient 
records.  Also,  a  special  set  of  diets  for  ulcer,  ptosis, 
diarrhea,  constipation,  etc.,  were  printed  for  use  in  the 
out-patient  clinic,  and  modifications  were  made  of  the 
Lenhartz  and  post-operative  diets  for  ward  cases. 

Much  more  laboratory  work  was  done  in  connection 
with  the  patients,  such  as  analyses  of  gastric  contents 
and  feces,  bile  drainages,  etc.,  and  all  laboratory  work 
was  better  standardized.  Desk  space  for  one  worker  was 
given  us  in  the  blood  laboratory,  which  was  equipped 
for  analysis  of  stomach  contents  and  feces.  All  X-ray 
plates  have  been  inspected  and  conferences  held  with 
members  of  the  X-Ray  Service  in  all  doubtful  cases. 

Patients  have  been  followed  up  in  the  out-patient 
clinic  after  discharge  from  both  medical  and  surgical 
wards.  With  more  room,  a  large  and  valuable  follow-up 
service  of  discharged  house  cases  can  be  rapidly  built  up. 

The  effort  of  this  new  service  has  been  chiefly  to 
develop  better  routine  study  of  the  gastro-intestinal 
cases,  but  there  has  been  some  opportunity  to  use  this 
group  of  patients  for  post-graduate  teaching,  and  new 
technique,  such  as  bile  drainages,  has  been  demonstrated 
to  members  of  other  services,  and  considerable  research 
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work  has  been  carried  out.  Biliary  drainage  by  the 
Meltzer-Lyon  method,  using  a  duodenal  tube,  has  been 
carried  out  in  about  sixty  cases. 

Nutrition  Clixic. 

During  the  past  year  46  children  have  been  treated  in 
the  nutrition  clinic.  30  of  these  having  been  referred  to 
this  clinic  by  some  other  out-patient  department. 

These  46  children  have  made  a  total  of  530  visits  to 
the  clinic;  67  of  these  visits  being  counted  in  some  other 
out-patient  department  as  well  as  in  the  nutrition  clinic. 
a  result  of  the  correction  of  diabetic  and  hygienic 
errors  and  removable  physical  defects  (the  more  impor- 
tant of  which  are  diseased  tonsils,  adenoids  and  carious 
teeth),  these  children  made  a  total  gain  of  99  pounds 
4  ounces,  as  against  an  expected  gain  of  74  pounds. 

The  work  of  the  clinic  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by 
the  aid  of  the  Boston  Dietetic  Bureau,  and  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Social  Service  of  this  hospital,  in  making 
arrangements  for  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations  and  den- 
tal work,  and  in  obtaining  means  of  relief  in  cases  of 
inadequate  incomes. 

Cardiac  Clixic. 
The  number  of  out-patients  treated  in  the  cardiac 
clinic  during  the  year  has  been  208,  about  99  per  cent 
of  these  being  referred  to  this  clinic  from  another  out- 
patient department.  These  208  patients  made  approx- 
imately 1.000  visits  for  treatment.  792  of  these  visits 
being  also  counted  in  some  other  out-patient  department. 

Department  of  Social  Work. 

September,  1921.  completed  the  seventh  year  since 
the  department  was  first  organized. 

During  the  year  the  number*  and  distribution  of  our 
paid  staff  has  remained  approximately  the  same  as 
shown  in  our  last  report. 

Largely  through  volunteer  service  from  the  Dietetic 
Bureau  and  other  sources,  we  have  been  able  to  continue 
to  help  to  carry  on  a  nutrition  class  for  a  selected  number 
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of  underweight  out-patient  children,  and  to  help  some  of 
the  physicians  who  are  conducting  special  clinics  for 
cardiacs,  diabetics  and  other  groups. 

Our  library  work  for  ward  children  was  interrupted 
during  the  year  through  the  withdrawal  of  our  trained 
volunteer  librarian.  Experience  having  shown  us  that 
(1)  hospital  libraries  cannot  be  maintained  without  the 
regular,  annual  expenditure  of  some  money,  and  (2)  that 
the  work  calls  for  just  as  expert  and  continued  organiza- 
tion as  does,  for  example,  providing  special  diets,  the 
committee  decided  to  offer,  for  a  time  at  least,  to  pro- 
vide the  salary  of  a  trained  librarian  to  give  regular, 
paid  service.  February  1,  1922,  Miss  Elizabeth  W. 
Reed  entered  upon  her  duties.  For  the  present  she  will 
confine  her  work  to  children. 

Teaching  for  ward  children  has  continued  under  the 
now  regularly  established  hospital  school  with  a  teacher 
paid  and  appointed  through  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee.

The  Boston  City  Hospital. 
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The  tables  of  disbursements  in  this  report  show  the 
expenditures  of  the  Hospital  Department  during  the 
fiscal  year  February  1,  1921  to  January  31,  1922,  in- 
clusive. Tables  No.  1  and  No.  2  show  the  disbursements 
in  various  subdivisions  with  per  capita  costs,  Table  No. 
2  showing  the  main  hospital  combined  with  South  De- 
partment. Table  No.  3  shows  the  expenditures  accord- 
ing to  the  budget  classification.  Table  No.  4  shows  the 
detailed  disbursements  in  various  subdivisions.  Table 
No.  5  is  a  comparison  of  the  census  and  expenditures  for 
the  past  four  years.  Table  No.  6  is  a  statement  of  the 
revenue  received  from  all  sources  during  the  year. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  for  Hos- 
pital Department,  in  the  various  branches,  have  been 
$1,232,171.61,  and  the  disbursements  have  been  made 
as  follows :

The  hospital  proper  has  six  subdivisions,  the  hospital 
(wards)  proper,  Out-Patient  Department,  Laboratories, 
X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department,  Department  of 
Physical  Therapeutics,  Department  of  Social  Work. 
The  expenditures  for  the  South  Department  for  infectious 
diseases,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station,  the  East 
Boston  Relief  Station  and  the  Convalescent  Home  are 
kept  in  separate  tables. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
are  combined  with  those  of  the  South  Department  to 
form  the  main  hospital. 
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The  average  weekly  expenditure  per  ward  patient 
in  the  hospital  proper  was  $21.22;  at  the  South  Depart- 
ment, $22.97;  at  the  main  hospital  (hospital  proper  and, 
the  South  Department  combined),  $21.61.  At  the 
Convalescent  Home  the  average  weekly  expenditure  per 
patient  was  $17.18. 

The  expenditure  per  visit  per  out-patient  at  the 
hospital  proper  was  52  cents;  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station,  $2.36;  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station, 
88  cents. 

The  expenditure  per  person  for  uncooked  food  supplies 
in  all  the  hospital  departments  was  $2.55  per  week  or 
36  cents  per  day. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Hospital  Department 
have  been  $1,232,171.61,  but  the  net  cost  to  the  city 
for  maintaining  it  was  only  $1,022,436.03. 

The  maximum  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital 
proper  on  any  one  day  was  805,  as  against  728  in  the 
previous  year.  The  minimum  number  was  571,  in 
comparison  with  453  for  the  previous  year.  The  daily 
average  during  the  year  was  678.3,  and  the  average 
length  of  stay  was  14.1  days. 

There  have  been  treated  in  the  various  out-patient 
departments  at  the  hospital  proper  32,377  patients. 
Other  statistics  may  be  found  elsewhere,  including  the 
number  of  out-patients,  number  of  their  visits,  rate  of 
mortality,  work  of  ambulances,  census  of  days'  board 
for  all  persons,  the  nativity  of  patients  admitted  and 
physical  condition  of  patients  when  discharged. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  February  1,  1921, 
to  January  31,  1922,  was  1,268.  This  does  not  include 
the  statistics  of  the  South  Department,  but  only  the 
main  hospital.

the  rate  of  mortality  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1922. 
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This  percentage  of  deaths  is  for  the  total  number  of 
patients  treated  in  the  hospital.  The  deaths  occurring 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  admission  (448)  were  35 
per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  (1,268). 

During  the  year  17,576  patients  were  treated  in  the 
wards  of  the  main  hospital,  32,377  as  out-patients, 
260  at  the  Convalescent  Home,  2,247  at  the  South 
Department;  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station 
2,164  were  treated  in  the  wards  and  22,330  as  out- 
patients, and  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  317  were 
treated  in  the  wards  and  10,312  as  out-patients,  a  total 
of  22,564  ward  patients  and  65,019  out-patients  who 
have  received  the  benefits  of  the  hospital  in  all  depart- 
ments. 

During  the  year  17,215  persons  applied  for  admission 
at  the  main  hospital.  Of  this  number  16,873  were  ad- 
mitted and  342  rejected.  This  number  rejected  was  2 
per  cent  of  all  persons  applying,  and  the  causes  of  rejec- 
tion appear  in  the  table  of  applicants  not  admitted  on 
page  57. 

There  were  543  self -rejected  or  deferred.  Of  these, 
244  were  admitted  within  three  days  and  127  admitted 
later.  There  were  149  denied  admission  because  they 
had  a  state  settlement,  but  of  these  50  were  admitted 
within  three  days  and  24  later.  Ninety-eight  were 
rejected  for  lack  of  accommodation,  but  of  these  20 
were  admitted  within  three  days  and  12  still  later. 
Thirty-six  were  refused  admission  because  they  did  not 
reside  within  the  city  limits,  but  14  of  these  were  ad- 
mitted within  three  days  and  2  later.  Six  were  denied 
admission  on  account  of  lack  of  information  that  they 
were  suitable  applicants,  but  of  these  3  were  admitted 
later.  Nine  were  referred  to  other  public  institutions 
on  account  of  the  nature  of  their  diseases  but  of  these, 
3  were  admitted  later.

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Forty-nine  probationers  have  been  admitted.  Of 
these  thirty- two  were  allowed  to  enter  the  school. 
Eight  pupils  have  taken  the  two  months  Social  Service 
Course  and  nine  pupils  have  had  special  training  in  the 
Medical  Out-Patient  Laboratory.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-six  pupils  from  schools  affiliated  with  the  Train- 
ing School  have  been  admitted  and  seventy-seven  have 
completed  their  course. 

Miss  Frances  E.  Morley,  instructor  of  theory,  Miss 
Clara  F.  Managhan,  instructor  of  probationers,  Miss 
Mary  Currier,  instructor  of  obstetrics,  Miss  Margaret 
McGovern,  dietitian,  and  Miss  Etta  M.  Dwyer,  chief 
operating  room  nurse,  have  conducted  the  usual  number 
of  classes  in  their  respective  departments. 

Professor  Nissen  has  held  twenty-four  classes  in  mas- 
sage. The  senior  pupils  have  attended  eighteen  medical 
clinics,  eighteen  surgical  clinics,  and  six  lectures  on 
pediatrics.  The  above,  as  were  the  obstetrical  lectures, 
were  given  by  members  of  the  Visiting  Staff. 

The  regular  graduating  exercises  were  held  Friday, 
May  25,  at  4  p.  m.  Miss  Mary  Riddle,  superintendent 
of  the  Newton  Hospital,  addressed  the  class.  The 
diplomas  were  presented  by  Dr.  John  J.  Dowling, 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 

We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  two  of  our  graduate 
nurses. 

Miss  Martha  Maas  died  on  November  22,  1921,  after 
several  months'  illness  following  pneumonia.  Miss 
Maas  was  honor  pupil  of  the  class  of  1920,  and  after 
graduation  was  employed  in  the  Pathological  Building 
as  Laboratory  Nurse.  Her  cleverness  in  this  line 
promised  a  brilliant  future. 

Miss  Rose  Moran  died  December  26,  1921,  after  a 
lingering  illness.  Miss  Moran  has  been  connected  with 
the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  since  1910,  as 
Matron.  Her  work  proved  her  a  woman  of  marked 
ability.  In  her  death  the  hospital  has  lost  a  valuable 
executive. 
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Miss  Agatha  P.  McKenna  was  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Matron  of  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station 
in  February,  1922. 

Changes  in  the  Executive  Staff. 

In  June  Francis  Weld  Peabody,  M.  D.,  Professor  of 
Medicine  at  Harvard  University,  was  made  Director  of 
the  new  Thorndike  Laboratory,  which  is  being  erected. 

Onis  H.  Horrall,  M.  D.,  Third  Executive  Assistant, 
left  early  in  May,  and  William  J.  McDonald,  M.  D., 
graduating  Interne,  was  appointed  to  the  position. 

Edward  B.  Ormsby,  M.  D.,  Resident  Surgeon,  re- 
signed in  September,  to  engage  in  private  practice. 
William  R.  Supple,  M.  D.,  Resident  Anaesthetist,  then 
became  Resident  Surgeon,  and  George  H.  Hooper, 
M.  D.,  became  Resident  Anaesthetist.  Dr.  Supple 
resigned  in  October  and  Dr.  Hooper,  Resident  Anaes- 
thetist, was  appointed  Resident  Surgeon.  Eugene  E. 
O'Neil,  M.  D.,  graduating  Interne,  was  then  appointed 
Resident  Anaesthetist. 

In  April  Edmund  F.  Walsh,  M.  D.,  Second  Assistant 
Visiting  Physician,  was  appointed  Clinical  Bacteriol- 
ogist for  a  year. 

Arthur  B.  Lyon,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Physician  for 
Special  Service,  left  in  October.  Benjamin  J.  Berger, 
M.  D.,  graduating  Interne,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Resident  Physician  in  November. 

Miss  Lydia  C.  Lee,  Chief  Dietitian,  left  in  March, 
and  Miss  Margaret  McGovern  was  appointed  to  the 
position. 

In  the  Pathological  Department  Bartlett  C.  Shack- 
ford,  M.  D.,  First  Assistant  in  Pathology,  and  Merrill  J. 
King,  M.  D.,  Second  Assistant  in  Pathology,  resigned 
in  June.  John  A.  Seth,  M.  D.,  was  then  appointed 
First  Assitant  in  Pathology  and  Tracy  B.  Mallory, 
M.  D.,  Second  Assistant  in  Pathology. 

Later  in  the  year  Robert  N.  Nye,  M.  D.,  Research 
Assistant  in  Pathology,  and  Tracy  B.  Mallory,  M.  D.,

Second  Assistant  in  Pathology,  resigned  their  positions. 
Marjorie  Fulstow,  M.  D.,  was  then  appointed  Research 
Assistant  in  Pathology,  and  Cheng  Hsiang  Hu,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  Second  Assistant  in  Pathology. 

At  the  South  Department  Lauren  H.  Goldsmith, 
M.  D.,  and  Andrew  Nichols,  III,  M.  D.,  were  appointed 
temporary  Assistant  Physicians  in  April,  and  they  served 
until  the  first  part  of  July.  Lee  F.  Hill,  M.  D.,  Assistant 
Physician,  left  early  in  May.  Augustine  W.  McGarry, 
M.  D.,  left  in  September.  Jacob  H.  Swartz,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  Assistant  Physician  in  July  and  Hiram 
H.  Amiral,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  Resident  Physician 
in  October.  Dr.  Swartz  resigned  the  last  part  of 
January,  and  Sidney  H.  Weiner,  M.  D.,  was  appointed 
Assistant  Physician. 

The  only  change  in  the  executive  staff  of  the  Hay- 
market  Square  Relief  Station  was  the  much  regretted 
death  of  the  Matron,  Miss  Rose  F.  Moran,  which 
occurred  in  December.  Miss  Agatha  P.  McKenna 
was  appointed  to  succeed  her  as  Matron. 

At  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  William  L.  Mac- 
Kedon,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Resident  Surgeon,  resigned  in 
March,  and  George  W.  Simpson,  M.  D.,  was  appointed 
to  the  position.  Dr.  Simpson  resigned  in  September, 
and  Charles  L.  Lynch,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Resident  Surgeon. 

In  order  to  prevent,  insofar  as  possible,  the  frequent 
quarantine  of  the  children's  wards,  due  to  the  admission 
of  children  under  various  diagnoses  who  later  develop 
contagious  diseases,  Ward  I  was  transformed  from  an 
open  ward  into  one  of  thirty  cubicles  with  glass  parti- 
tions. In  the  future  all  children  will  be  admitted  to 
this  ward  and  remain  there  for  about  ten  days,  or  until 
the  fact  is  established  as  to  whether  or  not  they  are 
suffering  from  a  contagious  disease.  After  this  period, 
they  will  be  transferred  to  the  children's  ward. 

During  the  year  four  new  boilers  were  installed  in  the 
power  house  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $34,000.00.     With  the 
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four  B.  and  W.  boilers,  the  boiler  plant  is  sufficiently 
large  to  care  for  the  present  group  of  buildings,  and  some 
additions. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  very  generously  ap- 
propriated for  the  Out-Patient  Building  $629,000,  and 
$150,000  additional  for  the  completion  of  the  Thorndike 
Memorial.  The  contract  for  both  of  these  buildings 
was  awarded  to  the  John  Bowen  Company  and  the  con- 
struction is  well  under  way. 

Due,  probably,  to  economic  conditions,  the  population 
of  the  hospital  has  increased  extraordinarily  during  the 
past  year,  averaging  118  patients  a  day  greater  than 
during  the  year  1920-21,  and  it  is  desired  to  again  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  increased  accommodations  are 
urgently  needed.  As  stated  in  last  year's  annual  re- 
port, at  least  one  hundred  beds  more  for  the  care  of 
male  and  female  surgical  cases,  fifty  beds  for  medical 
cases,  fifty  beds  for  obstetrical  cases,  and  fifty  beds  for 
infants  should  be  provided. 

The  South  Department  was  not  overcrowded  last 
year,  but  has  been  filled  to  capacity.  One  hundred  more 
beds  should  be  added  and  at  all  times  be  available  there, 
in  the  event  of  an  epidemic,  or  that  the  incidence  of  con- 
tagious disease  should  be  greater  than  it  has  averaged 
during  the  past  few  years. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  positive  need  of  100 
more  beds  for  nurses.  When  economic  conditions  are 
so  changed  that  more  young  women  apply  for  training 
at  this  hospital,  it  is  essential  that  we  should  provide 
accommodations  for  them.  At  the  present  time,  this 
is  out  of  the  question. 

The  house  officers  are  still  living  in  quarters  wholly 
undesirable,  and  a  building  should  be  immediately  con- 
structed to  care  for  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  more 
house  officers.  At  the  present  time  sixty  house  officers 
are  constantly  engaged  in  the  care  of  the  sick  in  this 
hospital,  and  if  more  beds  for  patients  are  added,  further 
accommodations  for  house  officers  will  be  necessary. 

Because  of  the  necessity  of  caring  for  ward  cases,  and 
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due  to  the  ever  increasing  demands  of  the  hospital,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  absorb  many  of  the  private  rooms, 
so  that  at  the  present  time  very  few  are  available  for 
patients  desiring  special  accommodations.  Were  a 
private  pavilion  erected,  to  contain  one  hundred  and 
fifty  beds,  it  would  not  only  be  self-supporting,  but  would 
be  a  source  of  income  to  the  city. 

Due  to  the  special  efforts  that  have  been  made  to  ob- 
tain autopsies,  the  number  has  materially  increased,  so 
that  the  Pathological  Department,  which  in  the  past  has 
not  been  large  enough,  is  urgently  in  need  of  more  room. 
This  could  be  accomplished  by  remodeling  the  present 
autopsy  room  in  the  laboratory  and  constructing  a  new 
and  smaller  autopsy  room. 

As  a  result  of  prohibition,  new  and  strange  concoc- 
tions are  being  drunk  by  those  addicted  to  the  use  of 
alcohol.  Because  of  the  nature  of  the  alcohol  imbibed, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  admit  every  case.  This 
adds  another  burden  to  our  already  overcrowded  condi- 
tion. 

I  again  thank  the  trustees  and  executive  officers  of 
the  hospital  for  their  generous  support  during  the  past 
year.

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THE  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  TRAINING 
SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


History  of  the  School. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  in  1878 
established  a  Training  School  for  Nurses,  the  fifth 
organized  in  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
paring young  women  for  the  profession  of  nursing. 

Since  its  organization  the  school  has  undergone  many 
changes  and  improvements  as  times  and  conditions 
have  varied.  The  Hospital  has  been  steadily  increasing 
in  capacity  and  improving  in  equipment,  and  the  School 
has  kept  pace  with  it  until  today  it  offers  all  the  most 
desirable  advantages  and  opportunities  that  an  earnest 
and  energetic  young  woman  could  wish  when  seeking  to 
prepare  herself  for  the  nursing  profession. 

The  school  is  registered  with  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  Massachusetts 
State  Board  of  Registration.  The  curriculum  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  National  League  of  Nursing 
Education. 

Location. 

The  Hospital  is  located  in  the  South  End  of  Boston, 
818  Harrison  avenue,  and  is  easily  reached  by  elevated 
trains,  Northampton  Street  Station. 

Equipment  per  Instruction. 
The  Boston  City  Hospital  is  a  large  general  hospital  of 
1,207  beds,  with  medical,  surgical,  obstetrical,  gynaecolog- 
ical, dermatological,  neurological,  ophthalmic  and  aural 
services.  The  Out-Patient  Department,  Emergency 
Stations,  Accident  Floor,  Surgical  Floor,  with  competent 
graduate  nurses  in  charge,  afford  generous  opportunities, 
as  does  also  the  diet  kitchen  conducted  by  a  graduate 
dietitian.

These  departments  are  all  open  to  the  pupils  for 
instruction,  and  no  affiliation  with  any  other  school  is 
required  to  obtain  the  course. 

A  limited  number  of  pupils  are  given  special  oppor- 
tunities with  the  Social  Service  and  Laboratory  Depart- 
ments. 

No  class  recitation  or  lectures  are  held  between  July  1 
and  October  1,  except  to  the  probationary  class. 

The  Hospital  affords  three  well  equipped  class  rooms 
for  the  use  of  the  pupils,  two  for  recitation  and  lectures, 
and  the  other  for  demonstration  purposes.  The  School 
provides  a  reference  library  which  contains  a  variety  of 
standard  reference  and  text  books.  This  is  at  the  service 
of  the  pupils  for  advanced  reading  and  study. 

Government. 

The  Superintendent  of  Nurses  has  immediate  charge 
of  the  school  under  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital  and  of  the  Trustees.  A  special  school 
committee  exists  within  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
terminate  the  connection  of  any  pupil  with  the  school 
for  reasons  which  it  may  deem  sufficient.  All  applica- 
tions and  letters  of  recommendation  are  the  property  of 
the  school. 

Discipline. 

The  rules  of  the  School  are  such  that  self-respecting 
earnest  women  will  deem  them  fair  and  necessary  in  an 
institution  of  this  kind.  These  are  made  known  to  the 
pupil  upon  arrival  and  she  is  responsible  to  the  officers 
of  the  school  for  her  conduct  while  in  training. 

Length  of  Course. 

The  course  of  training  covers  three  years  from  date  of 
entrance.  The  first  three  months  constitute  a  proba- 
tionary term. 
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Requirements  for  Admission. 

Pupils  are  admitted  regularly  in  classes  every  three 
months. 

Application  may  be  made  either  in  person  or  through 
personal  letter  to  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  If 
possible  an  appointment  should  be  made  for  an  interview 
at  the  school  office  from  ten  to  twelve  on  Wednesdays. 

Applicants  must  at  least  possess  two  years  of  high 
school  education,  and  women  of  higher  education  are 
given  preference. 

An  entrance  examination  for  candidates  is  held  every 
Tuesday  morning  at  ten  o'clock,  except  holidays.  The 
examination  consists  of  simple  arithmetic,  English  com- 
position, dictation  and  spelling. 

Candidates  should  not  be  less  than  nineteen  nor  more 
than  thirty  years  of  age,  and  when  called  must  report 
promptly  and  bring  with  them  means  of  returning  to 
their  home  should  they  not  successfully  complete  their 
probationary  term. 

Any  change  of  plan  or  address  on  the  part  of  the  candi- 
date should  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Nurses. 

Expense. 

When  entering  the  School  the  following  articles  are 
required:  Three  uniforms,  on  order  from  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  eight  large  white  aprons,  made  of  ble;ached 
cotton,  two  yards  wide,  gathered  on  a  band  two  inches 
wide,  fastened  by  two  pearl  studs,  hem  at  bottom  five 
inches  in  depth,  two  inches  from  bottom  of  dress,  and 
with  bib  square  at  top  and  slightly  gathered  at  bottom 
next  to  the  band;  no  pockets;  a  good  supply  of  under- 
clothing plainly  made;  two  laundry  bags,  navy  blue  or 
black  sweater;  rain  coat  and  rubbers;  broad  toe  black 
boots  or  shoes,  with  rubber  heels.  Every  article  to  be 
plainly  marked  with  owner's  full  name.  Also  bring  one 
pair  blunt  scissors,  pin  ball,  watch  with  second  hand 
and  napkin  ring.  The  latter  must  have  the  full  name 
of  the  owner. 
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Probationers  must  come  prepared  to  expend  about  $35 
for  uniforms  and  books  at  the  end  of  probationary 
period,  if  accepted. 

No  salary  is  paid.  An  allowance  on  a  graduated 
scale  according  to  the  following  schedule  is  granted: 

First  two  months  none,  following  ten  months  at  rate 
of  $10  per  month.  Second  year,  $12.50  per  month. 
Third  year,  $16.67  per  month.  The  above  allowances 
are  not  intended  as  wages,  and  are  to  be  expended  for 
uniforms  and  text  books. 

Hours  of  Duty. 

Hours  of  duty  are  fifty-nine  hours  weekly  for  day 
staff  and  ten  hours  nightly  for  the  night  staff. 

Vacations. 

A  vacation  of  two  weeks  is  allowed  each  year.  Dur- 
ing the  third  year,  in  addition,  one  week  leave  of  absence 
without  allowance  is  granted. 

No  leaves  of  absence  will  be  granted  except  for 
extraordinary  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses. 

Illness. 
During  illness  pupils  are  cared  for  in  the  hospital  as 
private  patients. 

Records. 
Careful  and  complete  records  of  class  work,  examina- 
tions and  general  deportment  of  pupils  are  kept  on  file 
in  the  Training  School  office. 

Examinations. 
Written  or  oral  examinations  are  given  at  stated 
intervals.  Pupils  must  maintain  a  daily  class  average 
of  85  per  cent,  and  any  pupil  falling  below  that  mark  is 
required  to  take  an  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year.  Failure  to  pass  this  examination  may 
terminate  the  pupil's  relation  to  the  school. 
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Graduation. 
At  the  end  of  three  years,  if  the  requirements  of  the 
school  have  been  complied  with,  diplomas  are  granted, 
after  which  graduates  are  entitled  to  apply  for  state 
registration.  Graduation  exercises  are  held  annually 
on  or  about  May  25. 

Nurses'  Home. 
The  pupils  of  the  school  (including  probationers) 
reside  in  the  Vose  House  and  Lucy  L.  Drown  House. 
These  houses  are  attractive  and  homelike.  Recreation 
and  amusement  have  been  provided  for  in  the  music 
room,  library,  reception  rooms  and  tennis  court. 

Alumna  Association. 
The  Alumnae  Association,  established  in  1879,  is  a 
flourishing  organization.  A  loan  fund  exists  from  which 
graduates  may  borrow  for  further  educational  purposes. 
The  association  present  four  medals  on  graduation 
day  to  the  pupils  excelling  in  each  of  the  following 
subjects:  Obstetrics,  Nursing  of  Contagious  Diseases, 
General  Excellency  and  Scholarship.  The  medals  are 
awarded  to  commemorate  the  memory  of  the  four  nurses 
who  died  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital  Unit  overseas 
during  the  World  War.  Anna  L.  Gibson,  class  of  1907, 
furnishes  annually  a  prize  of  $10  in  gold  to  the  pupil 
ranking  highest  in  the  class  of  Laboratory  Technique.

Chemistry. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  chemical  prin- 
ciples necessary  to  understand  the  processes  of  digestion, 
the  action  of  medicines  and  the  composition  of  food. 

Ottenberg's  Chemistry  is  used  and  simple  experiments 
are  done  in  the  laboratory.

Discussion  of  questions  arising  in  hospital. 
This  course  is  given  by  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses.

Lectures  on  personal  hygiene.

Preparation  of  simple  beverages  and  broths.

Given  by  the  dietitian. 

Bandaging. 
Lecture  and  practice  in  the  making  and  application  of 
bandages. 
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Hospital  Housekeeping. 
Lecture   and   demonstrations   explaining   the  use   of 
cleaning  materials,  care  of  rooms  and  furnishings. 
Correlation  of  housework  and  nursing. 

Elementary  Nursing. 
Demonstration  of  nursing  procedure. 
Study  of  underlying  principles. 
Practice  on  model  in  class  room. 
Supervision  of  work  on  ward.

This  is  supplemented  in  class  by  study  of  charts, 
models  and  skeleton. 

Clinical  experience  is  correlated. 

Written  tests  and  oral  quizzes  are  given. 

These  form  a  basis  for  rank. 

Bacteriology.     (Class  Hours,  18.) 
Text  Book  —  Fox. 
The  text  book  gives  a  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
bacteriology. 

A  correct  use  of  terms. 

The  principles  of  vaccine  and  serum  treatment. 
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Contagious  Nursing.     (12  hours.) 
Lectures  given  at  the  contagious  department  by  the 
assistant  matron  on  the  nursing  technique  of  communi- 
cable diseases. 

Massage.     (6  hours.) 
Lessons  in  the  theory  of  massage  with  some  practical 
demonstration  given  by  Professor  Nissen. 

Materia  Medica.     (18  hours.) 
Text  Book  —  Parker. 
Assigned  lessons  from  text  book  supplemented  by 
study  of  drugs  in  the  Holt  collection  and  new  drugs  in 
use  on  the  wards. 

Oral  quizzes  and  written  tests  form  a  basis  for  marking. 

Laboratory  Technique.     (12  hours.) 

Reference  Books  —  Gibson  and  Hill. 

This  course  includes  lectures  and  laboratory  work  on 
the  following: 

Urinalysis. 

Examination  of  stomach  contents. 

Examination  of  stools.

The  procedures  taught  are  based  on  methods  used  in 
our  own  laboratories. 

Pupils  showing  special  aptitude  for  this  work  are  given 
one  week  in  the  laboratory  and  a  term  of  service  in  the 
Medical  Out-Patient  Department  laboratory. 

Second  Year. 

—  Cooking,  36  hours;  medical  nursing,  18 
hours.

Medical  Nursing.     (18  hours.) 
The  course  consists  of  nine  hours  of  clinical  lectures  on 
medical  diseases  by  a  physician  alternating  with  nine 
hours  of  class  work  on  the  same  subjects. 

The  class  hours  will  emphasize  nursing  technique  and 
will  include  quizzes  on  both  clinic  and  class  which  will 
furnish  the  nurses'  standing  in  this  course. 

Surgical  Nursing.     (18  hours.) 
This  course  will  follow  the  same  lines  as  the  above  on 

surgical  subjects. 

The   students'   previous   study   of   bacteriology   and 

anatomy  will  be  correlated  and  special  attention  given 

the  finer  points  of  nursing. 

Dietetics.     (15  hours.) 
Text  Book  —  Pattee  or  Proudfit. 
A  course  in  the  classification  of  foods,  calculation  of 
diets  and  arrangement  of  special  diets  in  disease. 

Cooking.     (36  hours.) 
A  class  period  of  three  hours  in  the  diet  kitchen  under 
the  instruction  of  the  dietitian  spent  in  cooking  and 
serving  invalids'  trays. 

Operating  Technique.     (12  hours.) 
This  course  will  be  given  on  the  operating  floor  by  the 
nurse  in  charge  and  will  be  considered  preliminary  to 
operating  floor  experience. 
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Gyncecological. 
This  course  will  include  lectures  by  some  member  of 
the  staff  on  gynaecology,  supplemented  by  lessons  by 
the  nurse  in  charge  on  technique. 

Pediatrics. 
This  course  will  include  bedside  instruction  in  diseases 
of  children  given  by  the  staff  and  nurses  in  charge. 

Third  Year. 
Obstetrics,  24  hours;  ethics,  12  hours;  sanitation, 
12  hours;  nursing  survey,  6  hours;  pathology,  6  hours; 
etherization,  6  hours;  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  4  hours; 
emergency,  2  hours;  mental  and  nervous,  2  hours; 
occupational  therapy,  2  hours;    X-ray,  6  hours. 

Total  class  hours,  80  hours.     Average  per  week,   2 
hours. 

Obstetrics.     (24  hours.) 

Text  Book  —  De  Lee. 

This  course  includes  twelve  lectures  on  obstetrics  by 

members  of  the  staff,  twelve  class  periods  of  instruction, 

and  constant  supervision  and  clinical  instruction  by  the 

obstetric  instructor. 

Ethics.     (12  hours.) 
This   course   consists  of  twelve  lectures  on  nursing 
ethics,  tested  by  papers  on  questions  of  the  daily  ex- 
perience of  the  nurse. 

Nursing  Survey.     (6  hours.) 
A  consideration  of  the  various  fields  of  work  open  to 
the  graduate. 

Sanitation. 
Lectures  and  quizzes  on  questions  of  sanitation  and 
industrial  hygiene. 

Review  of  standard  books  and  pamphlets. 
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Visits  to  industrial  plants,  markets,  schools,  will  be 
made  and  reported  by  individual  members  of  the  class. 

The  course  is  intended  to  give  the  nurse  some  idea  of 
the  nurse's  place  in  public  health  movements  of  the  day. 

Pathology.     (6  hours.) 
Lectures  by  resident  pathologist. 
Specimens  explained. 
Demonstration  of  autopsy. 

Etherization. 

Demonstration  and  instruction  by  resident  anaesthetist 
during  nurse's  term  on  the  operating  floor. 

Special  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  emergencies, 
X-ray,  occupational,  by  heads  of  staff.

Care 
of  room  after  discharge  of  patient  with  infectious  disease. 

8.  Bedsores  —  methods  of  prevention  and  treatment. 

9.  Preparation  and  application  of  appliances  —  hot- 
water  bags,  ice  caps  and  collars,  air  rings,  sling,  tourni- 
quet, four-tail  bandages,  oakum  pads,  hip  rings,  heel 
rings,  sheet  wadding,  poultices,  cotton  waste  pads. 

10.  Bed  bath.  Medical  and  surgical  patients  in 
relation  to  thigh  fracture.  The  helpless  patient.  Chil- 
dren. 

II.  Bathing  of  male  patient  —  head  shampoo  —  bed 
foot  baths  and  cleansing  baths. 

12.  Head  shampoo,  female  bed  patient  —  treatment 
of  pediculosis  —  tangled  hair,  etc. 

13.  Charting;  daily  —  4-hourly  and  otherwise.  Ob- 
servations on  temperature,  pulse,  and  respiration  in 
relation  to  different  diseases.

—  preparation  of  nurse's  hands  —  local  preparation  of 
patient  —  methods  of  obtaining  sterile  specimens  of 
urine.  Urine  chart  —  reckoning  24-hourly  amount  — 
simple  urine  tests,  etc. 

19.  Preparation  for  bladder  douche  —  administra- 
tion —  observations  —  after-care  of  apparatus. 

20.  Alcohol  sponge  and  rub  —  in  treatment  of 
typhoid  and  other  fever  patients.

23.  Counter-irritants  —  method  of  making  and  ap- 
plying mustard  —  paste  —  leaf  —  cantharidal  plaster  — 
iodine  —  application  of  leeches. 

24.  Turpentine  and  stuping  —  methods  of  prepara- 
tion —  care  of  skin.  Flaxseed  meal  poultices  —  various 
methods  of  application. 

25.  Surgical  dressing  —  method  in  getting  out  bed- 
side dressing  —  solutions  —  instruments  and  their  prep- 
aration —  the  importance  of  asepsis  —  preparation  of 
hands  —  application  of  swathe  and  straps  —  after-care 
and  method  of  cleansing  instruments  —  disposal  of 
soiled  dressings  —  sterilizing. 

26.  Enteric  precautions  —  in  relation  to  patient, 
nurse,  and  other  patients.  Care  of  patient  on  special 
enteric  precautions  —  rules  to  observe. 

27.  Disinfection  of  excreta  and  utensils  —  nursing  in 
complications  —  feeding  of  patient. 

28.  Typhoid  bath  —  care  of  mouth  of  fever  patients. 
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29.  Hot-air  bath  —  and  other  modes  of  procedure  to 
induce  perspiration  of  patients  with  renal  diseases. 

30.  Packs  —  hot,  cold,  and  modified. 

31.  Nutritive  enemata  —  preparation  of  different 
formulae  and  modes  of  administration  to  help  retention. 
Stimulating  enemata  —  observations  and  nursing  in 
conditions  of  shock  and  hemorrhage. 

32.  Subcutaneous  medication  —  equipment  —  dosage 
—  preparation  of  syringe  and  needle  and  skin  —  after- 
care of  apparatus. 

33.  Preparation  of  bed  for  Fowler's  position.  Method 
of  preparation  and  application  of  seepage. 

34.  Reception  of  new  patients  —  the  first  bath  — 
inspection  of  body  of  female  patient  and  head  —  care 
of  property  and  clothing  —  general  observations. 

35.  Discharge  of  patient — instructions  in  general  rules 
to  be  observed  by  the  nurse  who  discharges  the  patient. 

36.  Care  of  the  dying  patient  —  attitude  toward 
friends  —  care  of  the  body  after  death  —  care  of  per- 
sonal property. 

37.  Demonstration  of  equipment  and  procedure  of 
paracentesis  of  chest  and  abdomen,  lumbar  puncture, 
stomach  lavage  and  subpectoral  infusions. 

38.  Care  and  economy  in  the  use  of  hospital  sup- 
plies —  food.  Care  of  ward  furniture  —  utensils  — 
plumbing  —  lights,  etc. 

39.  Final  practical  review. 

During  this  course  the  class  in  groups  practises  the 
nursing  methods  in  the  class  room  before  attempting  to 
work  with  the  patients,  and  the  instructor  emphasizes 
the  underlying  principles  of  each  procedure  and  de- 
scribes the  conditions  that  require  the  application. 


HOUSE  RULES. 


The  House  Rules,  as  well  as  the  rules  for  House 
Officers,  are  at  the  present  time  being  revised,  and  inas- 
much as  many  changes  will  take  place,  it  is  deemed  inad- 
visable to  incorporate  the  rules  in  this  report. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  SOUTH  DEPARTMENT. 


The  department  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  located 
on  the  westerly  side  of  Massachusetts  avenue  shall  be 
designated  as  the  South  Department  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital.  It  shall  receive  patients  who  require  treat- 
ment for  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  for  other  infectious  diseases  as  may  be  de- 
termined from  time  to  time  by  the  trustees. 

The  Superintendent  and  Medical  Director  of  the 
hospital  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  have 
the  general  control  and  management  of  this  department 
in  the  same  manner  as  of  other  departments  of  the  hos- 
pital. 

The  rules  of  the  hospital  shall,  so  far  as  applicable, 
and  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  apply  to  the  various 
officers  and  employees  and  to  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  this  department. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  HAYMARKET  SQUARE  AND  THE  EAST 
BOSTON  RELIEF  STATIONS. 


The  Boston  City  Hospital  Relief  Stations  are  estab- 
lished not  as  hospitals,  but  as  departments  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  for  temporary  relief,  and  the  rules  and 
methods  prevailing  now  in  the  hospital  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with  special  rules,  apply 
to  the  Relief  Stations. 

The  stations  shall  afford  temporary  relief  in  all  classes 
of  accident  and  disease.  They  shall  be  open  at  all  hours 
for  patients  requiring  treatment  or  attention.  Patients 
requiring  ward  treatment,  whether  received  at  the 
stations  or  taken  up  in  ambulances,  shall,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  their  welfare,  be  forthwith  transferred 
or  carried  to  the  hospital  for  extended  treatment,  but 
ward  accommodations  shall  be  afforded  patients  whose 
condition  is  such  that  they  cannot  properly  be  trans- 
ferred. Patients  may,  however,  if  it  is  deemed  desirable, 
be  transferred  by  the  ambulances  to  other  hospitals  or 
to  their  homes.  First  treatment  may  be  afforded  at  the 
stations,  although  the  applicants  are  not  such  as  require 
ward  treatment. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall  have  the 
general  administration,  management  and  control  of  the 
stations,  the  same  as  of  other  departments  of  the  hospital. 

The  Superintendent  shall,  once  a  year,  nominate  for 
confirmation  by  the  trustees  a  Resident  Surgeon  and 
one  or  more  Assistant  Resident  Surgeons  for  each  station; 
and  shall  appoint  and  employ  or  detail  for  service  in 
each  department,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees  or  of  the  proper 
committees,  a  Matron,  a  Supervisor,  nurses,  male  nurses 
and  such  other  minor  employees  as  may  be  required  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  station,  who  shall  be  subject 
to  his  supervision. 
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The  various  officers  and  employees  of  the  stations  shall 
perform  such  duties  other  than  those  specified  as  may- 
be required  by  the  trustees  or  the  Superintendent,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  their  respective  duties.  The  Resident 
Surgeons,  the  Matron,  Supervisors  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  so  required  shall  reside  at  the  stations. 

Patients. 

Alcoholic  and  insane  patients  shall  not  be  received 
unless  there  is  surgical  or  medical  complication  making 
hospital  treatment  absolutely  necessary. 

No  patient,  after  being  admitted  to  the  wards,  shall 
leave  the  station  until  his  discharge  without  a  pass  from 
the  proper  officer,  nor  shall  he  visit  other  parts  of  the 
station  without  permission. 

Ward  patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superintend- 
ent or  Resident  Surgeon. 

Ambulance  Service  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station. 

The  ambulance  service  of  the  station  shall  be  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Resident  Surgeon,  and  shall 
co-operate  with  that  of  the  hospital,  with  which  it  shall 
form  one  general  system.  Ambulances  shall,  in  response 
to  calls,  be  dispatched  from  the  station  or  the  hospital  as 
the  exigency  may  require.  The  utmost  dispatch  shall  be 
exercised  in  the  ambulance  service,  so  far  as  is  consistent 
with  a  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  patient  and  the 
interest  of  the  public. 

Ambulances  shall  in  general  be  sent  from  the  station 
or  the  hospital  at  least  upon  a  general  alarm  to  all  fires 
occurring  in  the  city  proper  and  in  such  further  districts 
as  may  be  determined  upon. 

An  ambulance  shall  be  held  during  the  hours  of  the 
day  in  complete  readiness  to  make  immediate  response 
to  calls,  and  shall  be  kept  in  condition  to  make  prompt 
response  to  calls  at  any  time  of  the  night. 

A  house  officer  shall  accompany  the  ambulance,  shall 
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direct  its  course  and  shall  have  direction  of  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patient  until  received  at  his  destination. 
The  foreman  of  the  ambulance  service  at  the  hospital 
station  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  Ambulance  Depart- 
ment of  the  station  from  time  to  time,  but  the  immediate 
carrying  out  of  directions  shall  be  under  the  assistant 
foreman  at  the  station. 

Ambulance    Service   at   the   East  Boston   Relief 

Station. 
The  rules  and  methods  prevailing  in  the  Haymarket 
Square  Relief  Station  ambulance  service  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  be  effective  in  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station 
ambulance  service. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE   CONVALESCENT   HOME. 


The  department  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  located 
on  Dorchester  avenue,  in  Dorchester,  shall  be  known  as 
the  Convalescent  Home,  and  shall  receive  such  patients 
recovering  from  acute  diseases  as  shall  be  transferred  to 
it  from  the  main  hospital  for  treatment  during  convales- 
cence. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  trustees,  have  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Convalescent  Home  in  the  same  manner  as 
of  other  departments  of  the  hospital. 

The  Superintendent  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  trustees,  a  Matron,  and  shall  employ,  under 
their  direction,  such  further  assistants  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  conduct  and  service  of  the  home. 

The  Matron,  Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, shall  have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  home  and  the 
control  of  all  mirses  and  other  employees  and  patients. 
She  shall  reside  at  the  home. 

Visitors. 

Friends  may  be  permitted  to  visit  patients  daily  be- 
tween three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  In  all 
cases  the  trustees,  Superintendent  and  Matron  may  ex- 
ercise discretionary  powers  as  to  excluding  or  admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors  shall  leave  the  home  and  grounds  at  the 
expiration  of  the  visiting  hour,  and  shall  visit  no  part  of 
the  home  or  grounds  other  than  the  reception  room, 
except  by  permission  from  the  proper  authority. 

No  person  shall  give  any  article  of  food  or  drink  to  a 
patient  unless  by  permission  of  the  Matron.
